Exact Two-Thirds Major- 
ity of 56 to 28 Convicts 
Florida Jurist on 7th 
Ballot After 6 Times Ac- 
quitting Him of Counts. 


FINAL ROLL CALL 
LUMPS CHARGES 


‘I’m Going Back to Flor- 
ida,’ Says Defendant, 
Who Brought Court ‘In- 
to Scandal, Disrepute.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—()— 
Conclading its twelfth impeachment 
trial, the senate, 56 to 28, today con- 
victed Federal Judge Halsted L. Rit- 
ter, of Florida, of misconduct and 
removed him from office. 

The vote came on the last of seven 
rapid fire ballots and was exactly the 
two-thirds majority required by the 
constitution. 

No appeal is possible. 

Six previous roll calls had acquit- 
ted the 65-year-old jurist of as many 
epecifie charges. The last count com- 
bined all the others and added the 
accusation Ritter had brought his 
court “into scandal and disrepute.” 

Shaking his head wearily, Ritter 
left the ehamber with his counsel, 
Frank P. Walsh and Carl T. Hoff- 
He said: 

“I'm Going Back.” 

“T have nothing to say. God, Jou 
can see why I have nothing te say. 
I'm going back to Florida.“ 

Senator Ashurst, democrat, Ari- 
gona, put in an order which would 
have added to the punishment by bar- 
ring Ritter from ever holding an- 
other federal position of trust, but 
thie was voted down, 76 to 0. 

The first six ballots had declared 
him innocent of house charges he 
granted an exorbitant fee of $75,000 
to A. L. Rankin, a former law part- 
ner; unlawfully received $4,500 from 
Rankin afterward; connived with 
Rankin and others to bring the 
Whitehall hotel receivership suit in 
his court; violated the judicial code 
twice by practicing law while on the 
bench; and evaded income taxes on 
part of his 1929 and 1930 income. 

A change of one vote on the first 
ballot would have found the defend- 
ant guilty of allowing the West Palm 
Beach attorney an excessive fee. 

The ballots on the first six articles 
were 55 for conviction and 29 for ac- 
quittal; 52 and 2; 44 and 39; 36 
and 48; 36 and 48: 46 and 37. The 
defense got a majority only on the 
fourth and fifth articles.

MADRID, April 17 . 
authorities, seeking to halt political 
disturbances which have claimed five 
lives in the last two days, began a 
wholesale roundup of members of the 
illicit fascist party tonight. 

Several hundred followers of the 
militant sector of Jose Antonio Primo 
de Kivera’s fascist party were ar- 
rested, 

The government struck out in a 
stern atzempt to prevent further dis- 
orders as two new fatalities today 
were added to three deaths in rioting 
yesterday. 

A general strike paralyzed business 
in the capital and an undetermined 
number of persons was injured in

tot three gunmen who fired on them as 
they left their home. 

Both were members of a family of 
five brothers, all allied with the fas- 
cist party. 

A heavy guard was thrown around 
the building where the cortes (parlia- 
ment) was in session after rumors 
persisted in the lobbies that the army 
was becoming more indignant over 
the number of recent disorders. 

After a cabinet mee ng, the gov- 
ernment was reported to be planning 
to dissolve illicit organizations such 
as the fascist party and other groups. 
A second cabinet project was reported 
to be a law which would take awa 
the pension of any retired army of- 
ficer who engaged in politics. 

The general strike, arising after 
yesterday's clash of communists and 
fascists, continued through the day. 

Restaurants and movies in the cap- 
ital were closed. Several banks shut 
their doors but hotels and drug stores 


remained open.

Renewed Outburst Over 
Drinking Policemen Is

Affairs of the police committee of 
city council were in a bigger muddle 
than ever yesterday, following Thurs-

Councilman Ra- 
leigh Drennon declared Mayor Key 
should oust the entire committee 
and replace it with men who can op- 
erate police affairs harmoniously with- 
out reflecting on city council and the 
police department. 

Couch made a lengthy denial yester- 
day that he was drunk or intoxicated 
at the meeting Thursday, as Chairman 
Bridges was quoted as charging. 

“There was not a drop of intoxicant 
in my body,” Couch said. 

Council Fight Hinted. 

Intimation that the matter will be 
brought up in city council Monday was 
attributed to Bridges, who said last 
night that he may take “steps” today. 
He declined to revea! the steps.“ 

Councilman Drennon was emphatic 
in his demands that the police com- 
mittee should be absolutely done away 
with‘, either by the voluntary resigna- 
tion of all the members or by Mayor 
Key’s ousting the five committeemen.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—() 
Fear of a general port shutdown grew 
along the troubled waterfront tonight 
as jobless longshoremen patrolled the 
area, apparently watching for any 
move to put stevedores to work under 
provisions contrary to their terms. 

E. P. Marsh, federal mediator, tele- 
graphed Labor Secretary Perkins that 
the situation looked bad.“ 

C. Lyn Fox, spokesman for the em- 
ployers, said no men were applying 
for jobs. Only seven ships were being 
worked by union longshoremen. More 
ships steered away from the port. Us- 
ually between 35 and 40 vessels move 
through the port daily. 

The organized employers severed 
connections Tuesday with the local 
union headed by Harry Bridges. The 
action was taken after longshoremen 
refused to work the Grace liner, Santa 
Rosa, which had just emerged from a 
controversy over union seamen. 

Employers agreed to employ long- 
shoremen at the docks, but not through 
the dispatching hall jointly operated 
by the union and the shippers in ac- 
cordance with the arbitration award 
which followed the bloody 1934 water- 
front strike. 

The longshoremen spurned the em- 
ployers’ offer. They rallied last night 
around Bridges, voted to accept no em- 
ployment at the docks and to carry

ROUSEVELT LAUDS 
bub ACHIEVEMENT 


Organization Certain To 
Be Made Permanent In- 
Stitution, Says Fechner. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.0 
Congratulating the 1,500,000 present 
and past members of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, the first camp 
of which was set up three years ago, 
President Roosevelt said tonight they 
deserved “the admiration of the entire 
country.” 

“You and the men who have guided 
and supervised your efforts,” he said 
in a message read by Robert Fech- 
ner, CCC director, over a radio net- 
work, “have cause to be proud of the 
record the CCC has made in the de- 
velopment of sturdy manhood and 
in the initiation and prosecution of 
a conservation program of unprece- 
dented proportions.” 

Fechner said it is “practically cer- 
tain the camps will become a perma- 
nent institution.” The first camp was 
established three years ago in the 
George Washington National forest, 
near Luray, Va. 

Businessmen were asked by Fech- 
ner to consider that “an honorable 
discharge certificate from the CCC is 
a valuable recommendation for any 
boy.“ CCC training, he said, would 
be distinetly valuable” in private life, 
and he extended a hearty invitation 
to employers to visit the camps when 
they are in need of good men.“ 

In his message, Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 

“Our records show that the results 
achieved in the protection and im- 
provement of our timbered domain, 
in the arrest of soil wastage, in the 
development of needed recreation 
areas, in wild life conservation and 
flood control have been as im- 
pressive as the results achieved in 
the rehabilitation of youth. 

“Through your spirit and industry 
it has been demonstrated that young 
men can put to work in our 
forests, parks and fields on projects 
which benefit both the nation’s youth 
and conservation generally.” 

At the time the CCC was being 
set up, the President said, I pre- 
dicted that through the CCC we would 
graduate a fine group of strong young 
men, trained to self-discipline and 
willing and proud to work.” 

Adding that he had not “mis- 
judged the loyalty, the spirit, the 
industry or the temper of American 
youth,” Mr. Roosevelt said eamp 
life had improved the health and the 
morale of the enrollees and that the 
1,150,000 graduates were “alert and 
eager for the opportunity to make 
good in any kind of honest employ- 
ment.”

TURKEY OCCUPIES 
PROHIBITED ZONE 
UF DARDANELLES 


Troops Move Into Treaty- 
Demilitarized Area in 
Surprise Coup; Claims 
of Sovereignty Studied. 


ANKARA, April 17.— (UP) —Dupli- 


cating Germany's sensational military 
reoccupation of the Rhineland, Tur- 
kish troops today occupied the Dar- 
danelles demilitarized zones. 

Without warning, the Turkish 
forces tramped into the Dardanelles 


were studying the Ankara govern- 
ment’s recent note asking considera- 
tion of its desire to regdin full mili- 
tary sovereignty over all Turkish ter- 
ritory. 

Great Britain had expressed her 
willingness to discuss the Turkish note 
without delay. 

Paris dispatches reported the 
French were ready to reply favorably 
to the Turkish request. 

Turkish refortification of the Dar- 
danelles and other waterways terri- 
tory was restricted by the treaty of 
Lausanne. Ten nations, as treaty sig- 
natories, are interested in the remili- 
tarization of Turkish straits. 

Decision to reoccupy the Darda- 
nelles zones was reached at a cabinet 
meeting Thursday night when Presi- 
dent Ataturk presided. The decision 
was taken in the presence of Marshal 
Fevzi, chief of staff of the Turkish 
army. 

Turkey’s bold move further com- 
plicated the delicate European crisis, 
and observers predicted that Bulgaria 
would be next to flout the World War 
treaties.

Dixie Companies Contest 
Loans to Public Plants; 
Alien Appeals on Other. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—(4)— 
Two New Deal cases, challenging the 
validity of PMA loans for publicly 
owned hydroelectric projects and of 
the government's seizure of gold held 
in this country by foreign corpora- 
tions, were appealed today to the su- 
preme court. 

Both were won by the government 
in the lower courts. 

The Duke Power Company and 
Southern Public Utilities Company 
appealed from a ruling by the circuit 
court of appeals at Charlotte, N. C., 
upholding a PWA loan and grant of 
$2,852,000 for a Greenwood county 
(South Carolina) power plant. 

The petition asserted the govern- 
ment was attempting to “coerce pri- 
vately owned utilities to reduce their 
rates.“ 

In the other case, a Swiss corpora- 
tion — Uebersee Finanz Korporation 
Aktien Gesellschaft—appealed from a 
ruling by the second circuit court of 
appeals denying an injunction against 
turning gold with a face value of $1,- 
250.000 over to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York at the direction of 
the treasury. 

The petition contended the Swiss 
concern did not have to abide by the 
anti- gold hoarding legislation because 
it was “an alien corporaton, alien 
owned and controlled and never en- 
gaged in business within the United 
States.” 

It owned the gold before the legis- 
lation was enacted and contended the 
coin was worth more than $2,100,000 
if exported to Switzerland. The treas- 
ury would pay the face value in pres- 
ent-day currency. 

Officials said final decisions in both 
cases, if the court should agree to re- 
view them, would be deferred until 


next fall unless extraordinary proce- |‘

France, trying to keep both Italy 
and Great Britain as her allies in 
the Rhineland crisis, sought a way 
out by appealing to Italy to halt hos- 
tilities, even for a short period. 

This plea was made to Baron Pom- 
* Aloisi, chief fascist delegate, by 
Joseph Paul-Boncour, French minis- 
ter of state. Aloisi telephoned Rome 
and later Paul-Boncour announced the 
request had been refused. 

A. resolution concerning the war 
probably will be adopted by the coun- 
cil Monday for submission to all mem- 
bers of the League. Great Britain 
was said to hope the League resolu- 
tion would show that the interna- 
tional organization is “standing 
firm” ‘behind Ethiopia and will pro- 
ceed in an effort to secure peace.

Emperor Haile Selassie,

ADDIS ABABA, April 17.— (UP) 
Fearing hostilities as Italian troops 
closed in on Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie's capital, Cornelius Van H. En- 
gert, United States minister resident 
in Ethiopia, today ordered all Amer 
ican residents of Addis Ababa to con- 
centrate at the British legation in 


event of emergency. 

Another spectacular flight of Ital- 
ian bombing airplanes over the capital 
prompted the order, 

The flight also galvanized the gov~ 
ernment into action. It made plans to 
move the seat of government west- 
ward if necessary. 

Meanwhile, Emperor Haile Selassie, 
in the field with remnants of his im- 
perial bodyguard, vanquished in the 
battle of Lake Ashangi, notified his 
officials here that he plans to remain 
in the field. „ 

He characterized: reports he plans 
to flee to the British colony of Ken- 
ya as “ridiculous” but said he does 
not desire to maintain constant com- 
munication with Addis Ababa for fear 
of revealing his position. 

Emperor Sought. 

For weeks Italian airplanes have 
conducted a relentless search for the 
emperor. 

After finally admitting that Dessye 
has fallen to the Italians, Ethiopian 
officials ordered the erection of strong 
fortifications te guard Addis Ababa 
from assault. : 

The. appearance of Italian planes 
this morning plunged the populace 
into panic. Scores were trampled in 
the rush for safety. Two automobiles 
were wrecked and numerous mules 
were killed as terrified thousands ran 
for the hills and bomb-proof dugouts. 

Panic reached its highest pitch when 
two bombers, flying over the capital, 
exploded rockets displaying the Ital- 
ian colors. After shouting over the 
center of the city they flew off to the 


north. 
Flares Dropped. 
One of the Caproni machines, ita 
bomb racks empty, circled Addis 


Ababa at less than 3,000 feet, drop- 
ping red, white and green signal 
flares. 

The natives, mistaking the rockets 
for gas bombs, — a vg leaves from 
eucalyptus trees into their nostrils and 
scampered for shelter. A large pack- 
age of leaflets, dropped by the plane, 
was not found. 

Since it had rained all last night 
the flight came as a complete surprise. 

Many officials charged that the Ital- 
lian planes unleashed a burst of ma- 
chine gun fire while flying over the 
emperor’s new gray-stone palace. I 
lian machine gun bullets were picked 
up in the palace grounds. One woman 
Was badly burned by an unexploded 
parachute flare.

Economist Who Predicted Crash 
Says Depression Is Definitely Over 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 17.—(4) 
Dr. Charles C. Morris, who thundered 
“no” for the last five years whenever 
other economists saw prospects of im- 
mediate economic recovery, asserted 
today that “the depression is definite- 
ly over.” 

Director of the American Bureau 
of Business Research, an organization 
claiming to have predicted the 1929 
crash a year before it occurred, Dr. 
Morris said in an interview he expect- 
ed the nation’s volume of trade this 
year to exceed that of 1935 by at least 
5 per cent. 

“The long-time trend is favorable, 
if our politicians are wise enough to 
keep us out of war,” the economist, a 
professor of mathematics at Ohio 
State University, declared. 

“The depression reached its lowest 
point in 1932, and since then have 
been three periods of recovery,” Mor- 
ris said. The first, following the ad- 
ministration's announcement in 1933 


of a program to bring about a higher 
rice level, was based on speculation, 
peculation has never proved a solid 
foundation for anything, except pos- 
sible trouble and regret. 

“In the spring of 1934 there was 
another period of partial recovery, 
founded on hope—a hope that the five 
years of depression was at end. By 
July most of the ground gained was 
lost. 

“In 1935 another period of recovery 
was started, based on shortages. There 
is good reason to believe that this pe- 
riod will last for several years. 

“Surpluses accumulated during the 
period of overproduction ending with 
the economic crash, when we built 
more than twice the number of homes 
necessary to care for the growing pop- 
ylation and geared our automobile in- 
dustry to put a car in every garage 
are being used up and we are now 
faced with a need of normal produc- 
tion.”

SOUTH GEORGIA AREAS 
HIT BY FLOOD WATERS 


Causeway at Doctortown 
Bridge Is Swept Out as 
Altamaha Rises. 


By the Associated Press. 

Flooded rivers presented a relief 
and rescue problem in some sections 
of southeast Georgia as streams, 
swelling under recent heavy rains in 
their watersheds, went out of their 
banks yesterday. 

The Ludowici-Statesboro road, State 
Route 88, was closed as the Doctor- 
town bridge was flooded. A section 
of the causeway leading to this bridge 
over the Altamaha river was swept 
away. 

A third break in the causeway on 
state highway No. 38 south of Ludo- 
wici occurred at about 7 o'clock last 
night. It was some 500 feet across. 

Total damage to the highway was 
estimated at $100,000 by Maintenance 
Engineer George Hendrix. 

In Townsend water was reported 
up to the Seaboard railway tracks, 
and the postoffice. but the situation 
not acute, although the water is ris- 
ing. 

Reported Marooned, 

The Red Cross headquarters at Sa- 
vannah received word yesterday that 
an undetermined number of persons 
in Buffalo Swamp, near Everett City, 
are marooned. Officials went from 
Savannah to attempt rescue, either 
by motor car or boat. 

Dr. M. E. Winchester, Glynn coun- 
ty (Brunswick) health commissioner, 
established a health unit at Town- 
send, and two nurses were dispatched 
there, to guard against disease in 
that flooded area. 

A Red Cross field representative, 
Mrs. Arthur Brooke, of Atlanta, 
reached Brunswick to make a survey 
of the flood situation and provide re- 
lief for flood sufferers, 

The flood waters, heading into the 
southeast coastal area from northeast 
Georgia, moved slowly and ample op- 
portunity was provided for residents 
of lowland areas to move out, 

In some parts of the state, addi- 
tional highways were closed as floods 
arrived. In some sections routes which 
had been closed were reopened, 

United States Route 17, one of the 
arterial highways leading from Flor- 
ida north through Georgia into South 
Carolina, was reopened to traffie to- 
day. The Savannah causeway lead- 
ing toward South Carolina had been 
closed due to high water, but was re- 
opened. 

The federal engineers office at Sa- 
vannah reported the Coastal highway 
—Route 17—between Brunswick and 
Savannah—would be open all day, and 
that water at no time would exceed 
6-inch depth on the road in the vi- 
cinity of Ogeechee river at King’s 
Ferry, 15 miles south of Savannah. 

The crest of the Altamaha was ex- 
pected to flood sections of McIntosh 
and other counties along the coast 
either today or Sunday.

$10,000,000 ALLOCATED 


FOR CROP, FEED LOANS 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today made an 
allocation of $10,000,000 for crop and 
feed loans to needy farmers, bring- 
ing the total now available for that 
purpose to $37,000 

The President vetoed a $50,000,000 
appropriation for crop loans last 
month, but made an allocation of 
$20,000,000 and—under urging from 
senators from farming states—prom- 
ised to make further allocations when 
the néed actually arose. 

In addition to today’s allocation 
the Farm Credit Administration an- 
nounced that $7,000,000 would 
transferred from the resettlement ad- 
ministration to its account, bringing 
the total available for crop loans to

AN INTOLERABLE CONDITION 
The spectacle of a police com- 
missioner recently convicted in re- 
corder’s court of drunkenness on 
the streets leading a successful fight 
for the reinstatement of a suspend- 
21 policeman, also recently con- 
victed of drunkenness, is convinc- 
ing revelation of the conditions re- 
sponsible for the inadequate and in- 
excusable policing the city is re- 
ceiving. | 
Coincident with this action by a 
majority of the members of the po- 
lice board, an effort was made to 
have reinstated another officer fired 
some weeks ago for drunkenness 
and shooting a man, when he was 


not in uniform. 

Only a few days ago the board 
suddenly rescinded the order previ- 
ously issued calling for a physical 
examination of all the members of 
the police department to determine 
their fitness to continue as the pro- 
tectors of the lives and property of 
the people of the city. 

If city council does not take im- 
mediate and thorough action on the 
evident effort now being staged to 
plunge the department again into 
political control of the worst thar- 
acter, then the people can be ex- 
pected to take matters in their own 
hands. 

No police force can render effi- 
cient service if its ranks contain 
drunkards, mentally and physically 
unfit men, and its administration is 
hampered and hindered by the in- 
jection of destructive political in- 
fluences. 

Apparently there seems to be the 
making of a bitter factional row 
among the members of the police 
board. If so, the commissioners 
should realize that they are, in the 
last analysis, endangering the safe- 
tv of the city and that they can 


‘expect only universal public con- 


demnation by putting personal po- 
litical considerations ahead of the 
safety of their constituents.

NO “LOCAL” WEATHER 
As all sections of the United 
States seem to have finally emerged 
from the grip of what has been, all 
conditions considered, the worst 
winter in many years in so far as 
the different and objectionable 
brands of weather undergone, the 
National Geographic Society issues 
a timely and informative statement 
in which it calls attention that there 
is no such thing as “local’’ weather, 
but, on the other hand, we have 
other and alien areas to blame for 
such severities as we underwent 
during the past winter. 
The Geographic Society empha- 
sizes that “actually the weather of 
the United States is born in far- 
away places—arctic ice fields, the 
steaming-hot tropics, the blue 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico and 
the foggy northern Pacific.” 
The society points out that— 
The poles and the equator are the 
fundamental weather breeders. Air. 
cooled at the poles, falls toward the 
earth's surface and flows toward the 


equator. There it is heated, rises 
again, and flows back toward the poles 
once more. 

But because the earth is whirling 
on its axis, and its surface is broken 
up by mountain chains, river valleys. 
oceans and continents, this flow of 
air between equator and poles is far 
from smooth. It moves in fits and 
starts and often meanders off its 
course. 

The thick air blanket covering the 
earth therefore is kept in eternal tur- 
moil. Huge, mountainous masses of 
cold air from the poles and warm air 
from the tropics battle each other 
ceaselessly and from their struggles 
comes the weather that we know. 

Most of America’s cold waves in 
winter originate from two sources— 
the pouring of chill arctic air south- 
ward via the great MacKenzie river 
valley of northwest Canada, and, 
contrarily, from the warm air cre- 
ated by the Japanese current. Al- 
most anything is likely to happen 
in the United States, so far as the

In diplomatic circles in Vienna, 
where all eyes are on Berlin, it is ex- 
pected that some far-reaching decisions 
are soon to be made in the east, be- 
tween Poland and Germany. Those de- 
cisions will show the world still clear- 
er than the Rhineland occupation did, 
that some persons are not planning to 
preserve the peace of Europe. 

But even before the Polish-German 
surprise comes off—and this the Vien- 
nese diplomats are not saying—some 
coup de theatre is due in German- 
Austrian relations. Nazi propaganda 
has lately been accentuated to unprec- 
edented intensity in Austria. There is 
only one force which could have held 
out and could have overcome this 
propaganda and saved Austria from 
being annexed. That force was the 
socialist party. But that party was 
smashed and destroyed by the Aus- 
trian government itself in February, 
1934. Today the Austrian government 
is virtually helpless. Prince Starhem- 
berg and Chancellor Schuschnig rule 
by means of the armed forces of the 
“Fatherland Front,” but the middle 
classes are for Hitler. 


Hitler 
Hostility. 


A development of the utmost im- 
portance has recently taken place 
without the world being aware of it. 
Hitler has stopped Germany's export 
of coal and steel and other war ma- 
terials to Italy. This move was not 
undertaken by Germany out of any 
love for the League of Nations or to 
support the League’s sanctions-policy 
against Italy, but to weaken Italy, to 
exhaust Italy and make an Italian 
victory in Ethiopia impossible. 

They know in Berlin as well as in 
London and Paris that Mussolini is 
in unenviable circumstances. When 
Mussolini announces military vieto- 
ries, such as the bombing of towns 
like Harrar, it sounds very impressive, 
but the economic consequences of the 
war are driving the Duce to reckless 
experiments and expedients. The war 
in Ethiopia goes on but a new drastic 
inflation is on the cards. Wages are 
being reduced once more and figures 
on thé gold reserve and currency are 
no longer published. Peace must 
concluded some day, but peace looms 
as something no less dangerous and 
fraught with difficulties than war. 

The more troubles Signor Mussolini 
has the better Herr Hitler likes it. 
This week Germany suddenly made a 
emand for cash on Italy for past de- 
: 36 tons of Italian gold 
passed through Zurich, where a crowd 
of 10,000 went to the railway station 
o see the freight cars roll by. Hitler 
is making Mussolini feel how vuiner- 
able Italy is from the German side. 

Austrian statesmen fly up and down 
to Rome every 10 days or so to see 
how things stand, how the boss feels, 
so to speak. Is the Duce ready and 
prepared to defend Austria against 
Hitler and against the Austrian mid-. 
dle classes who want Hitler in 
Vienna? : p 

The Austrian nazis are fedoubling 
their activity. The Austrian govern- 
ment, representing the small minority 
citizens adhering to the “Fatherland 
Front” looks on in fear and trembling. 
If the nazis come out into the open 
and stage a putsch,“ and the V ienna 
government puts that “‘putsch” down 
with force of arms, will not Hitler 
step in and stop the bloodshed? When 
you hear one of these days of nazi 
troubles in Salzburg or Lintz, or both, 
watch carefully for what follows. For 
Salzburg and Lintz will give the sig- 
nal. The Austrian government is but a 
pawn in the game between Duce and

HEALTH TALKS

gave her up—their bills came back 
marked not known.) 

“I had always believed that the men- 
opause made no difference to health. 
So when the doctor told me it was 
Just my age’ I didn’t belieye it and 
went to another doctor.“ 

(Sensible woman. If it were “just 
your age” every woman would suffer 
in health dt the age of 48 years or so. 
The truth is that only a minority of 
women experience any disturbance of 
health at that age. So this old fogy 
doctor who told the lady it was “just 
her age“ did not deserve public confi- 
dence. The trouble is that there are 
too many of his ilk in the medical 
profession. ) 

“I went to another, who said the 
same thing. I still didn’t believe it, 
and went to a third doctor and he 
gave me ovarian substance, and im- 
mediately my (symptoms which any- 
body might notice when out of sorts) 
left. Once more I enjoyed doing my 
work. 

“This doctor told me he had given it 
many women suffering as I was. Why 
didn’t the other doctors I consulted 
prescribe this and save me years of 


misery? It is pitiful the number of | 


women who are dragging around just 
trying to live through five or six 
years, which should be their best 
years, 

“I wish that all women might have 
the relief that I have had. Could you 
not add this to your curriculum? 

“The doctor told me that when the 
ovaries ceased functioning normally 
the system is just as much upset as 
when any of the other glands fail to 
function. 

“I take the ovarian substance in 
(such and such form) though it is 
supposed to be more effective if admin- 
istered hypodermically.” 

I do not know, and I am sure the 
lay reader will not understand, just 
what the doctor meant when he spoke 
of the normal cessation of ovarian 
function. For there are two functions 
concerned, primarily the giving off of 
an oyum or female parent cell month- 
ly from the age of 12 to the age of 
50 years, more or less, and second- 
arily the pouring into the blood of a 
hormone or internal secretion which 
influences the entire organism of the 
woman in many ways, though we have 
much yet to learn about this part of 
the ovarian function. 

Such hormone treatment as the cor- 
respondent received is sometimes quite 
happy in its effect, particularly in 
cases where hot flashes cause much 
distress. Again it proves disappoint- 
ing. Perhaps this lack of uniformity 
in action is to due to our inadequate 
knowledge of the hormone and the 
proper way to prepare it for medicinal 
use. The medicine is prepared from the 
ovaries of healthy young cows, sheep 
or pigs. It may be that the medicinal 
value depends on the age and condi- 
tion of the animal and the time of 


the month or season when the animal |g, 


is slaughtered. 

Normally women suffer no ill health 
or distress of any kind from meno- 
pause. That’s why I do not harp on 
the subject here. I have a little mon- 
ograph on “Change of Life” which I 
am glad to send to any woman who 
asks for it and encloses a stamped 
envelope bearing her address.

WILLIAMSBURG, Va., Thursday.—A friend sent me the following 
extract from her scrapbook the other day: 

“The cardinal flaunts his crimson wing in the languid sunshine and 
sings out his throbbing heart to a pulsing world.

Your good appetite will 
assure you of getting the food you 
need, and your. active. temperament 
will make life interesting to a hale 
old age. 
If your thinness is the wrong kind, 
however, you must build up your 
health. Improved musculature will 
give you an appetite, better function- 
ing of the nervous system, and a 
consequent gain in weight. For this 
the prescription is exercise in the 
fresh air, an optimum diet, and ade- 
quate rest. 

Diet is highly important in the 

treatment of underweight. You must 
not only take more calories to provide 
a Piatra Be for curves, but the diet 
must be balanced to insure adequate 
protein for building muscle, also the 
protective vitamins and minerals 80 
essential to health and proper func- 
tioning of the system.

HIT BY WOODRING 


He Says Those Who Accept 
Privileges, Scorn Arms 


Are Traitors. 


SARASOTA, Fla. April 17—(UP) 
With the words, “Bh hame on them,” 
Assistant Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring today lashed out at pacifiste 
who declare they never will shoulder 
a gun for the United States. ’ 

In a speech before more than 2,000 
Legionnaires gathered for the 18th 
annual convention of the Florida de- 
partment of the American Le 22 
Woodring pointed to a Europe 
tling for war, then turned to 
American situation. 

“Eighteen years of peace,” he said, 
“have given us 300 pacifist organiza- 
tions, many of them who, under the 
guise of the church on the one hand 
or under the guise of radicalism on 
the other, seek total disarmament. 

“In a recent poll made of 22,000 
clergymen, professors and students, 
one-third said they never would bear 
arms for the United States in any 
event. Shame on them! 

“To think that they would live and 
take all the privileges abounding in 
this glorious country and then turn 
traitors if war should come. It is a 
disgrace to their manhood,” he said.

The hundreds of fast automobiles 


used by racketeers in the operation 
of Atlanta’s $50,000-a-day lottery 
swindle were described yesterday by 
Police Judge A. W. Callaway “as 
constituting one of the city’s most 
alarming traffic menaces.” * 

Discussi complaints of residents 
in the Peachtree-Tenth street section 
that lottery “pick-up men,” being pur- 
sued by police, have on many occa- 
sions endangered other motorists and 
pedestrians, the judge added: 

“The situation takes on an even 
more ominous aspect in the realization 
that officers are unwittingly helping 
to create this hazard for themselves 
as well as citizens by striving to en- 
force the law prohibiting gambling— 
or to be more accurate—robbery. The 
numerous machines used by the rack- 
eteers represent the last word in speed 
and maneuverability, and being op- 
erated by only the most skilled and 
daring drivers, the task of running 
them down is obviously very difficult 
and very dangerous. 

No Sirens on Cars. 


“These pick-up men simply cannot 
be apprehended without a chase and 
every chase in which the officers en- 
gage is almost certain to endanger 
the lives of innocent persons,” he said. 
“County police cars, I understand, are 
equipped with sirens that do much to 
warn 3 of the approaching 
autos but these devices were removed 
from eity police cars several years 
ago. Under present regulations eity 
policemen must rely solely upon ordi- 
nary horns to clear traffic. 

“I understand and am in sympathy 
with the motive that ‘prompted offi- 


cials to discontinue the use of sirens| 


on the cars—that is on the regular 
radio cruisers—but on the squad 
cars that.are employed almost exclu- 
sively in pursuit work. Well, I am 
convineed they should have the si- 
rens. By that means pedestrians and 
other motorists’ would be given at 
least a better opportunity to 


safety.” 
Police Warned. 

Detective Lieutenant James A. Me- 
Kibben, whose special “bug” details 
have done much to retard growth of 
the local lottery syndicates, said last 
night that all of his men have been 
instructed “not to jeopardize human 
lives if every racketeer in town gets 
away from you. Primarily, our ef- 
forts are being directed toward the 
headquarters of the various syndi- 
cates, but at the same time we can’t 
stand by and permit the writers and 
pick-up men to operate without mo- 
lestation. The most optimistic out- 
look still finds the lottery racket as 
a whole one of our greatest problems. 
Officers, in abandoning a chase rather 
than risk injury to citizens, may take 
the license number of the fleeing car 
with a view of later picking up the 
offender, only to find that the tag 
had been issued tora fictitious person 
at a fictitious address.” 

Lieutenant McKibben said that leg- 
islation providing more severe penal- 
ties for false registration of licenses 
would do much to help stamp out 
the lottery organizations.

Fascists Say Occupation of 
Addis Ababa Will Be Next 
Reply to League. 


ROME, April 17.—(#)—Failure of 
the League of Nations peace commit- 
tee of 13 and the convocation of a 
special session of the League council 
to consider the Italo-Ethiopian war 
was regarded by well-informed sources 
in Rome tonight as having produced 
one of the most delicate situations 
since the war began. 

In some quarters the summoning 
of the council was viewed as a step 
toward additional sanctions. 

Premier Mussolini saw Count 
Charles De Chambrun, the French am- 
bassador, but no information was 
forthcoming on the subject of their 
conversation. 

Usually well-informed circles said 
Italy’s viewpoint would continue to 
be thgt negotiations for peace must 
be cafried on directly between Italy 
and the“remnant of the Ethiopian 
government,” with the League not par- 
ticipating in the talks but being kept 
informed. 

Italians asserted that “the forth- 
coming occupation of Addis Ababa” 
would be Italy’s next answer to the 
League. 

Italy intends to continue the cam- 
paign in Ethiopia, they said, in order 
to strengthen her position there and 
to “eliminate” the last of the Ethio- 
pian. troops to prevent them from 
making trouble in the future. 

These sources said the *talian fleet 
and air force are at a peak efficiency 
and are ready for any trouble in the 
Mediterranean. Leaves of absence are 
restricted to a maximum of 24 hours 
and Great Britain’s political and na- 
val moves are being watched with the 
greatest attention.

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Vehicle Deathe Have Gain- 
ed 67 Per Cent in Ten 
Years. 


In many respects the problem of 
automobile accidents is worse than 
war. During the last 15 years the 
number of deaths from automobile 
accidents in this country has approx- 
imated 400,000. But during the 15 
years constituting the total length of 
time of all the wars in which this 
country as a nation has been en- 
gaged, the number killed and who 
died of wounds received in action 
has been less than 300,000. The 
total war dead is exceeded by 55 per 
cent by the record of deaths on streets 
and highways in the last 15 years. 

In the last 10 years deaths from 
automobile accidents increased from 
21,628 in 1925 to more than 36,000 
for 1935—a gain of 67 per cent Dur- 
ing this same period, the number of 
cars on the road increased only 31 
per cent, and the population of the 
country increased only 11 per cent. 
Deaths gained twice as much as the 
number of.cars in use and six times 
as much as the increase in popula- 
tion. 

Recklessness Continues. 

And the pitiful part of it all is that 
the people of this country apparently 
have gained nothing by this frightful 
experience. Motorists continue to 


ed drive recklessly and pedestrians keep 


on walking about on city streets and 
on highways as if a fatal or maiming 
accident were entirely impossible for 
them. 

Quite often a person finds out the 
error of his judgment, the realiza- 
tion coming to him as he lies in a 
hospital bed trying to recover from 
painful or serious injuries received 
in an automobile crash. 

And there is another class of per- 
sons who have ceased to drive reck- 
lessly. They are the dead. Many of 
them succeeding in “carrying their
